Rapist jailed for 
eight years 


A MAN from Barry 
has been jailed for 
more than eight 
years after being 
convicted of rape 
and other offences. 

Daniel Taylor 
denied charges of 
rape, two counts of 
sexual assault, assault 
occasioning actual bod¬ 
ily harm and battery, 
but was found guilty 
by a jury at Merthyr 
Tydfil Crown Court. 

The 39-year-old was 
sentenced to eight years 
and nine months in 
prison on September 26. 

Detective Constable 
Gillon Neal, officer in 
the case, praised the 
courage of the victim - 
who cannot be identified 


for legal reasons - for 
reporting Taylor’s 
crimes and support¬ 
ing the prosecution. 

DC Neal said: 
“Coming forward to 
report such crimes is 
extremely difficult, 
but 1 hope cases such 
as this demonstrate to 
those who have suf¬ 
fered or are continuing 
to suffer sexual abuse, 
that there is specialist 
support available. 

“Our Rape and 
Serious Sexual 
Offences unit has 
specially trained 
officers who can be 
trusted to fully and 
sensitively investi¬ 
gate such allegations. 

“Anyone who 
comes forward can be 
assured that they will

‘Five Mile Lane 
breaks all the rules’ 

I AN Perry is right that the new Five Mile 
Lane highway breaks the rules on providing 
for pedestrians and cyclists (GEM letters. 


September 26). 

The Vale Council, as agent for the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment, kept overall control so the design-and-build 
contract is not wholly to blame. 

Members of the 50+ Forum’s transport group 
asked for a good walking and cycling route from 
Weycock Cross to the Hawking Centre. 

Also, the FoE group appeared at the public com¬ 
pulsory purchase inquiry to argue not only for a 
walk/cycleway for the whole length to Sycamore 
Cross on the A48, but also for safe crossing points. 

The consultants had been told to plan for 60mph 
traffic, so proposed ghost islands only, with no 
mini-roundabout and not even a central island. 

They accepted the ghost island design is less safe, 
particularly for agricultural vehicles and family 
groups. However, officials had told them to give 
priority to the 60mph design, while the Inspect¬ 
or took it as government policy that is not to be 
questioned. 

The only concession was to meet the official 
three-metre width standard for the walk/cycleway 
to the Hawking Centre, but not as Ian Perry wants 
with a verge (as on the Port Road) to separate from 
scarily fast traffic. 

Putting the walkway in the field, across the 
existing hedge and ditch, was out of consideration 
because a further CPO would be needed and the 
inquiry deferred. 

FoE’s greatest demand was for a route that avoid¬ 
ed the archaeological site, which has turned out to be 
a specially ancient site, rich with burial places and 
prehistoric remains. The system conspired to ignore 
this, so a unique part of our heritage that could have 
been developed as a major tourist site was largely 
trashed.

Judges to announce ruhng on 
women’s state pension saga 


JUDGES at the 
Royal Court of 
Justice in London 
are expected to 
announce their 
ruling in a case 
about women’s 
state pensions today 
(October 3). 

Campaigners from 
BackTo60 - represent¬ 
ing 3.8million women 
- brought a legal case 
against the government 
after it equalised state 
pensions for both men 
and women. 


Some women, bom 
in the 1950s, claim the 
move has left them in 
financial hardship as the 
government made the 
changes with little or no 
warning, meaning they 
couldn’t alter their retire¬ 
ment plans. 

Women from all 
across Wales will gather 
at the Senedd today 
(October 3) to hear the 
court’s mling, which is 
expected at 10am. 

Judges are set to make 
a decision on whether the 
government’s move was 
lawful. 


Kay Clarke set up 
the 1950s Women of 
Wales and Beyond group 
to campaign on behalf 
of the nearly 400,000 
women in the country 
who have been affected 
by the changes. 

She said: “These 
women have been forced 
to wait up to six years 
longer with little or no 
notice to the age at which 
they are allowed to claim 
the state pension. They 
took out a contract with 
the government at the 
start of their working 
lives, which has now 


been broken.” 

According to Ms 
Clarke, the United 
Nations Special 

Rapporteur, Professor 
Philip Alston wrote a 
scathing report about the 
situation. 

She explained: “He 
wrote: ‘The impact of the 
changes to pensionable 
age is such as to severely 
penalise those who hap¬ 
pen to be on the cusp 
of retirement and who 
had well-founded expec¬ 
tations of entering the 
next phase of their lives, 
rather than being plunged 


back into a workforce 
for which many of them 
were ill-prepared and 
to which they could not 
reasonably have been 
expected to adjust with 
no notice.’” 

Talking about today’s 
expected ruling, Ms 
Clarke added: “The most 
vulnerable section of 
society, elderly women, 
have been treated appall¬ 
ingly and now this, we 
hope, will give us back 
our dignity, our self 
worth and our lives.” 


Council wants Vale residents to have 
their say on setting the rates 


THE Vale Council has 
launched its budget con¬ 
sultation ahead of the 
2020-21 financial year - a 
year it expects to be diffi¬ 
cult - and is urging local 
residents to get involved. 

The council believes it could 
be facing a possible budget 
deficit of £6million for the next 
financial year. If so, it will have 
some difficult decisions to make 
and is asking for residents’ input. 

For the first time 


residents will be asked to 
consider the level at which 
the council should set council 
tax for the next financial year. 

The Vale Council’s budget 
for the 2019-20 financial 
year was £226million and 
the council set itself a sav¬ 
ings target of £3.8million. 

Cllr Neil Moore, the Leader 
of the Council, said: “Since 
2010, the council has reduced 
its overall budget by £55mil- 
lion and if current forecasts are 
accurate, a quarter of the coun¬ 
cil’s overall budget will have 


been eroded in the last decade. 

“The level of savings required 
for next year will depend on 
the Revenue Support Grant 
that the council receives from 
the Welsh Government and the 
level at which council tax is set. 

“The demand for services, 
especially education and social 
care continues to rise, along 
with the cost of delivering them. 

“Protecting the services 
that residents value has been 
at the heart of the council’s 
transformation programme 
over the past five years. 


However, going forward sav¬ 
ings alone will not be enough. 

“Whilst receiving one of 
the lowest revenue support 
grants in Wales, the council 
has kept council tax below the 
Welsh average. However, if 
we are to continue to deliver 
all of the services we currently 
deliver then this position 
is simply not sustainable.”

flats 

PLANS to build a 
block of 21 flats on 
a main route into 
Penarth have been 
approved - despite 
the developer hav¬ 
ing to pay only some 
of the financial con¬ 
tributions asked for. 

The new four-storey 
block of flats will be built 
on the former Monty 
Smith garage in Windsor 
Road. 

The Vale Council’s 
planning committee 
approved the project 
despite protestations 
about a lack of afforda¬ 
ble housing or financial 
contributions from the 
developer. 

The council had orig¬ 
inally asked for nine of 
the flats to be affordable, 
£48,300 towards sustain¬ 
able transport, £249,309 
for primary and second¬ 
ary education in the area 
and £56,028 towards 
public open space, as 
well as one per cent of 
the build costs going 
towards public art. 

However, developer 
X-Stream Properties Ltd 
will only have to pay 
£54,172 towards off-site 
affordable housing after 


it gave the council an 
assessment, verified 
by the district valuer, 
claiming the develop¬ 
ment would be unvi- 
able if it paid the full 
contributions. 

Cllr Neil Thomas 
told the committee on 
September 25 the value 
of the nine affordable 
flats would have been 
around £691,000 - which 
means “over £1 million is 
not coming to Penarth”. 

He said: “This council 
and planning commit¬ 
tee is here to represent 
our residents, yet time 
and time again we are 
forced into impossible 
positions due to viability 
assessments.” 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, 
chairman of the commit¬ 
tee, said he shared Cllr 
Thomas’ frustrations but 
there is an “extremely 
complex way in which 
this is dealt with”. 

“We cannot say we’re 
giving money away, it’s 
money we never had,” 
he said. 

“Without it, the devel¬ 
opment would never go 
ahead and we’re left 
with a derelict site on 
a gateway into Penarth. 
There’s a balance to be 
had.” 


Speaking after the 
meeting to the LDRS, 
Cllr Thomas said: “If 
the developers can’t 
afford to make the full 
contributions to the com¬ 
munity then don’t build 
the damn things. These 
are being built for profit, 
not for the benefit of the 
community. I’m looking 
to protect the community 
and part of that is social 
housing.” 

Concerns were also 
raised that the height 
and appearance of the 
building would be out of 
keeping with surrounding 
properties. A total of 21 
parking spaces - one per 
flat - will be provided. 

Jon Hurley, from 
planning agent WYG, 
said: “The site occupies 
a prominent location in 
the approach to the town 
centre in Penarth. The 
site is not in a good state 
of repair. The proposed 
redevelopment will 
enhance the character 
of the area. In our view 
this represents a unique 
opportunity to redevelop 
this site.”

Pupils’ school transport 
axed after complaints 


SCHOOL trans¬ 
port for dozens of 
children at a spe¬ 
cial school has been 
cancelled following 
complaints about 
a taxi company. 

Vale of Glamorgan 
Council says Tasmim, 
which used to take 67 
children to Ysgol Y Deri 
in Penarth, has handed 
back all its services giv¬ 
ing just two days’ notice. 

The council had 
already withdrawn 
one service from the 
company following 
complaints from par¬ 
ents and head teachers. 

New arrangements 
have already been found 
for 30 of the pupils 
affected, and the council 
said it is aiming to find a 
solution for the other 37 
children by next week. 

However, it has left 
some parents with¬ 
out transport for their 
children, with some 
of the pupils una¬ 
ble to get to school. 

Katherine Kenealy 
said her nine-year- 
old daughter Amelia 
had to stay off this 
week due to the trans¬ 
port being cancelled. 

She said Tasmim’s 
services for Amelia, 


who has Down’s 
Syndrome, were always 
safe and on time. 

Katherine, who lives 
in Barry, said: “It has 
been quite tough. I don’t 
understand why there 
was nothing in place 
from the council in the 
event of something like 
this. It’s nothing for 
them to hire a minibus in. 
It’s not rocket science.” 

Clh Peter King, cab¬ 
inet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services and 
transport, said: “There 
have been a number of 
issues with this provider. 
The council has received 
complaints about the 
service from parents, 
headteachers, and the 
local MP since the 
beginning of the school 
year. These had already 
resulted in four contracts 
with Tasmim being can¬ 
celled during September. 

“The council takes 
its duty of care to all 
pupils extremely seri¬ 
ously. Pupils at Ysgol Y 
Deri have very complex 
needs and their well-be¬ 
ing is always our top 
concern. Last week our 
school transport team 
received a complaint 
from the headteacher at 
the school that a wheel¬ 
chair was not properly 


secured in the transport 
vehicle. This was despite 
the team having visited 
the school earlier in term 
to demonstrate exactly 
how this should be done. 

“The decision was 
immediately taken to 
withdraw this service 
from the contractor. 
Tasmim then informed 
the council they would 
be handing back all 
the remaining services 
they operated under 
their contract, with 
two days’ notice. 

“Tasmim transported 
67 pupils to Ysgol Y 
Deri on 11 separate 
services. New arrange¬ 
ments for 30 pupils were 
aheady in place by this 
morning. A tendering 
exercise is currently 
underway and we hope 
that new services will be 
in place for all pupils by 
the end of the week. All 
parents and carers were 
informed about the situa¬ 
tion on Friday afternoon. 
We would like to thank 
all of those who made 
alternative arrangements 
to get their children to 
school this morning.”

Doubling of funding 
for new Woodland 
Creation welcomed 


A NEW ‘win¬ 
dow’ for Welsh 
woodland creation 
grants opened on 
September 30 and 
The Woodland 
Trust (Coed Cadw), 
the UK’s largest 
woodland con¬ 
servation charity, 
welcomed the dou¬ 
bling of the funds 
available for new 
woodland creation 
in Wales and is 
encouraging farm¬ 
ers to take up this 
opportunity. 

Up to November 8, 
landowners in Wales can 
apply for funding for tree 
planting through Glastir 
Woodland Creation with 
£2m available. Welsh 
Government Minister 
Lesley Griffiths doubled 
the sum available ear¬ 
lier this year, as Wales 
needs to plant more new 
woodland to meet its 
greenhouse gas targets. 

Sharon Thomas from 
Woodland Trust for 
Wales said: “This is a 
great opportunity for 
farmers in Wales. Native 
trees can offer us so 
many benefits, reducing 
flood risk, improving 
water quality, improving 
biosecurity and pro¬ 
viding superb habitats 
for wildlife, as well as 


a renewable source of 
valuable timber. At a 
time when there is uncer¬ 
tainly around farming 
in Wales, the scheme 
offers a great opportu¬ 
nity to farmers and other 
landowners to make use 
of all of their land in 
ways that are sustainable 
both economically and 
environmentally. The 
grants can amount to up 
to £9,000 per hectare. 
The Woodland Trust can 
offer free advice and sup¬ 
port; visit woodlandtrust. 
org.uk/plant-trees.” 

The Welsh 

Government’s 
Woodlands for Wales 
Strategy, launched last 
year, aspires to increase 
woodland cover in Wales 
by at least 2,000 ha a 
year from 2020 to 2030. 

It proposes an increase 
in tree cover in the wider 
environment, on farms, 
the rural landscape and 
in areas around towns 
and cities, both to absorb 
carbon dioxide from the 
atmosphere and also to 
create a resilient and pro¬ 
ductive agriculture and 
towns that are healthier 
and more pleasant to live 
in. 

The Glastir Woodland 
Creation grants are 
intended to encourage 
landowners to help 
deliver this. 


Welsh Government 
proposes four week 
waiting time target 


for eating 

AN ambitious four week 
waitiug time target for eat- 
iug disorder treatmeut across 
child aud adult services has 
beeu proposed by the Welsh 
Goverumeut, opeuiug the pros¬ 
pect of improvemeuts iu early 
iuterveutiou for these serious 
meutal illuesses. 

With rapid treatment much more 
likely to lead to fast and sustainable 
recovery these targets, if met, will 
make a huge difference to eating disor¬ 
der sufferers in Wales. 

The announcement by Welsh Health 
Minister Vaughan Gething has been 
welcomed by the UK eating disorder 
charity Beat, but the charity has called 
for accelerated implementation and 
full funding in order for the measures 
to have maximum benefit for those 
affected. 

Among other proposals announced 
were a prioritisation of early detection 
of eating disorders and more input from 
patients and their families in the devel¬ 
opment of services. The Government 
now plans to invest around £700,000 
into eating disorder services this year, 
in order to support health boards to 
deliver improvements. 

Andrew Radford of Beat said: “We 
welcome the announcement of extra 
provision for Welsh eating disorder 
services, but there are still questions 
remaining as to whether there will 
be enough extra funding to match 


disorders 

the ambition. The review identifies a 
postcode lottery in the provision and 
quality of treatment, and it is crucial 
that adequate provision for desperately 
needed frontline services is made. 

“Families and parents are key to 
recovery; however, the review con¬ 
firms that they are an under-used 
resource in Wales. It’s crucial that 
their potential to be an integral part of 
the strategy is fully recognised.’ 

The review, led by Dr Jacinta Tan, 
consultant psychiatrist for the Aneurin 
Bevan University Health Board, was 
developed with close engagement and 
input from patients and carers across 
the country. Dr Tan said: “The vision 
contained in the review was created 
together with patients and families and 
places them squarely at the heart of the 
model. I am delighted that the Welsh 
Government has accepted its recom¬ 
mendations and look forward to the 
transformation of services in Wales, 
which will make us world leaders in 
eating disorder services.” 

Bethan Sayed, Welsh Assembly 
Member and chair of the Cross-Party 
Group on Eating Disorders said: “The 
progress made towards better eating 
disorder service provision is extremely 
encouraging, and I’d like to thank Dr 
Tan and her team for their tireless 
work on this crucial review. 

“However, we need to ensure that 
these changes are assigned viable 
funding, and that allocation of services 
are fairly distributed across Wales.”

Hallowe’en revellers warned about dangers of novelty contact lenses 


A CONTACT lens 
manufacturer is 
warning Hallowe’en 
pranksters of the 
dangers of buying 
novelty costume 
contact lenses with¬ 
out a prescription. 

The warning comes 
following the news that 
popular reality TV star 
Mamie Simpson has 
been banned from pro¬ 
moting coloured contact 
lenses after advertising 
watchdogs deemed the 
products “unsafe.” 

Mamie, who rose 
to fame in 2013 with 
appearances in Geordie 
Shore and Celebrity 
Big Brother, has a huge 
social media following. 


She has been promot¬ 
ing a range of cosmetic 
lenses which are being 
sold without the super¬ 
vision of an eye care 
practitioner. 

Ashish Mathur, Eye 
Care Expert at Feel Good 
Contacts, said: “While 
we want Hallowe’en 
to be a memorable 
evening, we want it to 
be unforgettable for the 
right reasons and are 
warning consumers of 
the dangers of buying 
costume lenses without 
a prescription. 

“Contact lenses 
are medical devices 
and should only be 
purchased with an opti¬ 
cian’s prescription. 

“In fact, it’s illegal 


to buy contact lenses 
without one. Even if you 
don’t need any vision 
correction, you still 
need to visit an optician 
to ensure that contact 
lenses are suitable for 
your eyes.” 

Mathur concluded: 
“We recommend that 
before buying your con¬ 
tact lenses you visit your 
eye care practitioner for 
a check-up, regardless of 
whether you are buying 
cosmetic lenses with or 
without powers. 

“It is advisable that 


you avoid buying them 
from street vendors, 
salons, beauty supply 
stores, boutiques, flea 
markets, novelty stores, 
Hallowe’en stores, 
convenience stores or 
untrustworthy internet 
retailers. 

“These outlets may 
not abide by the same 
safety standards and reg¬ 
ulations as a reputable 
contact lens retailer. 

“When purchasing 
contact lenses from 
non-optical establish¬ 
ments, you could be 


putting your eyes at 
risk of a long list of 
eye-related conditions, 
including but not limited 
to; corneal infection, 
scratches on the cor¬ 
nea, conjunctivitis and 
reduced visual acuity.” 


Prisoner at HMP 
Parc was caught 
with weapons

staff at Bridgend’s 
Parc Prison saw 
an inmate exiting a 
cell, he insisted he 
had nothing unau¬ 
thorised on him, 
writes AL Sicluna. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that in his waist¬ 
band, he had an impro¬ 
vised knuckleduster and 
an improvised knife. 

Liam Lazenby 
(20), admitted pos¬ 
sessing the weapons. 

Prosecutor Pamela 
Kaiga said that at about 
12.25pm on June 21, 
staff saw Lazenby 
leaving a cell occupied 
by another inmate. 

He should not have 
been there in the 
first place and was 
immediately searched 
and the weapons 
were discovered.

ted going into the 
and explained 
items belonged 
somebody else, 
said he owed

a drugs debt and had 
been asked to take the 
weapons to others. 

He added that if he 
didn’t obey, he would 
be a victim of violence. 

At the time, said Ms 
Kaiga, Lazenby, who 
lived in the Forest of 
Dean, was serving a six- 
year sentence for stab¬ 
bing a victim five times 
after going to a house. 

Solicitor Ed Mitchell 
said Lazenby had an 
unhappy past as his 
four-year-old sister had 
been murdered and he 
had been taken into 
care at a young age. 

Mr Mitchell said 
Lazenby was in an adult 
part of the prison and 


should have been in the 
young offender wing. 

At the age of 18, he 
continued, he was lead¬ 
ing an independent life 
but was “befriended” 
by drug dealers. 

“He is clearly 
extremely vulnerable 
and he should not 
have been handed 
the weapons to take 
to another person.” 

In two years time, 
he said, he would be 
eligible for parole. 

Judge Nicola Jones 
said she fully accepted 
Lazenby’s explanation. 

She said: “I accept 
you acted as a courier 
and you had violence 
threatened against you. 

“You should have 
been in a young 
offender institution.” 

He was jailed for 
eight months, to run 
concurrently with 
the present sentence.

Appeal Panel Members

Plans to give prisoners 
the vote criticised 


BREXIT Party AM 
Caroline Jones has 
criticised Labour’s 
record on prisoner 
rehabilitation after 
the party’s Welsh 
Assembly mem¬ 
bers - and Plaid 
Cymru colleagues - 
endorsed giving pris¬ 
oners serving four 
years or less the vote. 

Ms Jones, who repre¬ 
sents South Wales West, 
said after the Assembly 
debate on September 
25: “I was criticised for 
opposing votes for pris¬ 
oners and told that as a 
former prison officer 


I should know better. 

“What I do know is 
that during my time in 
the prison service, I saw 
far too many offenders 
released with their belong¬ 
ings in a bin liner, with no 
support and nowhere to 
live. It was no surprise 
that many ended up reof¬ 
fending, sometimes just to 
secure a roof over their 
heads and regular meals.” 

She added: “Successive 
Welsh Governments have 
done little to support 
former offenders over the 
last 20 years and rather 
than improving rehabil¬ 
itation and post release 
support they would rather 
campaign to win the 


votes of those in prison. 

“They would create a 
bizarre situation where 
an offender could vote 
in prison but would 
not be able to upon 
release, because they 
have no fixed abode. 

“I have long held that 
those who break the rules 
and laws of our society 
should have no say in 
how those laws are made 
while they are serving 
their sentence. Prisoners 
should not be allowed 
to vote and rather than 
legislating to enable them 
to do so. Labour and 
Plaid should concentrate 
upon support services 
to prevent reoffending.”

It means making a Lasting Power of Attorney 
(LPA) on the latest version of the forms. A Lasting 
Power of Attorney is a legal document that enables 
one person to make decisions on behalf of another. 

There are two types of LPA: financial and 
welfare. Financial LPAs enable a person to act 
on behalf of another if, for example, they are 
ill or disabled and cannot act for themselves.

Community groups can tackle ATM closures 


WITH 20 years of 
experience in pet- 
care, Sit ‘n’ Stay 
Petminding has 
recently relocated 
to Rhoose and is 
busy building a new 
clientele. 

Proprietor Sue Brydon 
was living in rural 
Gloucestershire when 
she began offering home 
boarding for dogs, and 
home visits for cats and 
smaller pets. 

She said: “Back in 
1998, the idea of provid¬ 
ing an alternative to ken¬ 
nels and catteries for pet 
owners going away on 
holiday, business trips, 
or who were temporarily 
indisposed was relatively 
unknown, but it quickly 
proved popular.” 

In 2010 she moved 
to Caerphilly. There she 
set about building her 
business once again, 
providing licensed home 
boarding and a dog walk¬ 
ing service, together with 
home visits for cats etc. 

She also trained as a 
dog groomer, specialis¬ 
ing in smaller breeds and 
elderly or nervous dogs, 
and became an accred¬ 
ited canine first-aider. 

“I don’t pack-walk 
dogs, but instead provide 
a one-to-one service for

If an application 
meets the criteria and 


there is a suitable loca¬ 
tion, Link will fund 
the new ATM directly. 

There is £1 million 
in the pot so far, but 
more money could be 
released when needed. 

Applications will be 
looked at on a case-by- 
case basis, depending 
on factors such as 
distance to nearest 
free ATM, the availa¬ 
bility of a nearby Post 
Office and site security. 

If there is another free 
cash machine within 
I km within the commu¬ 
nity and no particular 
geographical challenges 
to reaching it, applica¬ 
tions may be unlikely 
to be successful. 

Link said the move 
builds on its commit¬ 
ment to protect free 
access to cash for every 
high street in the UK. 

In August, Link 
announced five new pilot 
sites in Battle, Bungay, 


Nuneaton, Tywyn in 
Wales, and Durness 
in Scotland, where a 
new ATM would be 
directly commissioned. 

These new ATMs will 
be funded by a levy on 
Link’s bank and build¬ 
ing society members. 

More sites that will get 
a free ATM have already 
been identified and are 
in Deal, Ebbw Vale, 
Margate, Middleton, 
Wilmslow and York. 

John Howells, Link 
chief executive said: 
“This is an important 
development which will 
allow communities to 
directly contact Link 
and get things done 
to help consumers. 

“Link is looking 
forward to getting the 
first requests for ATMs 
so we can help solve 
access to cash issues 
across the whole UK.” 

The new fund 
complements the 


existing system where 
commercial opera¬ 
tors decide whether 
a site is profitable. 

ATM and bank 
branch closures have 
fuelled concerns 
about access to cash. 

Recent research 
from Which? suggested 
that free-to-use cash 
machines are van¬ 
ishing more quickly 
in deprived areas 
than in affluent ones. 

Which? also found 
that around a third of 
the UK’s bank branches 
have shut within the 
past five years alone. 

Hundreds more 
have slashed their 
opening hours, with 
some just open for one 
or two days a week. 

There were 3,303 
bank branch closures, 
equating to 34% of 
the network, between 
January 2015 and August 
2019, the consumer 


group previously said. 

Federation of Small 
Businesses national 
chairman Mike Cherry 
said: “The vulnerable, 
elderly and those in 
rural communities rely 
on having free access to 
cash, so this move from 
Link and the Community 
Access to Cash Delivery 
Fund is a promising step 
in the right direction. 

“However, this is just 
one proposal in a range 
of solutions needed 
to tackle the growing 
access to cash prob¬ 
lem, because cutting 
the number of free to 
access cash machines 
has an impact on foot¬ 
fall in town centres. 

“At a time when small 
firms are struggling on 
the high street, every 
pound spent on charging 
ATMs means money 
not being spent on 
local and small firms. 

“When an ATM is 


removed from a local 
area, we know it is 
especially difficult 
to get one reinstalled 
later on, and we hope 
this move can help.” 

Jenny Ross, Which? 
money editor, said: 
“Millions of people who 
need cash are at risk of 
being cut off from paying 
for vital goods and ser¬ 
vices, so it’s clear urgent 
intervention is needed. 

“Although voluntary 
industry initiatives to 
protect cash are encour¬ 
aging we can’t rely on 
them to guarantee cash 
access in the long term. 

“The Government 
must urgently introduce 
legislation that guar¬ 
antees consumers can 
continue to access and 
pay with cash for as 
long as it is needed.”

The Ogmore MP 
raised the issue in the 
Commons with Health 
Minister Edward Argar, 
who had outlined 
the Government’s 
expenditure plans for 
the NHS in England. 

He said he wanted to 
push the minister on the 
issue of the devolution 
settlement and “conse- 
quentials” arising from 
the Barnett formula. 

The formula helps 
determine how much 
additional money is 
made available to Wales, 
Scotland and Northern 
Ireland in the event of 
more money being 
announced for England. 

Mr Elmore asked:

AS the nights get 
darker, home- 
owners are being 
encouraged to look 
after any prickly 
visitors they could 
find in their gar¬ 
dens this autumn as 
hedgehog numbers 
continue to fall. 

Outdoors 
experts from 

GardenBuildingsDirect. 
com have researched 
ways British hedgehogs 
can be supported in gar¬ 
dens as young hoglets 
emerge this year. 

They said: “These 
mammals play a vital 
part in our ecosystem 
but can often be hurt in 
our gardens. As many as 
10 different hedgehogs 
can visit any one garden 
over the course of a few 
nights, so it’s important 
to try and help them 
survive and thrive 
in the great outdoors. 

“The breeding season 
is in May and June, 
so young hedgehogs 
will soon be out and 
exploring gardens 
and it’s important 
that we help feed 
and look after them.” 

Here are some tips 


to follow, to help 
hedgehogs thrive; 

Hedgehogs are 
good swimmers, but if 
caught by surprise can 
drown. Cover drains 
and holes and place 
bricks around ponds, 
and check under hedges 
before using strimmers 
and lawn mowers. 

Leaving a little dish 
of dog or cat food 
will make hedgehogs 
very happy. Placed in 
a quiet, covered area 
around dusk they will 
eat it and keep their 
bellies full all night. 

Fresh water left in 
shallow, non-tip dishes, 
will give hedgehogs 
in your garden access 
to clean water. Don’t 
use milk, as it can 
upset their tummies. 

If you find a hedge¬ 
hog which you believe 
to be hurt, the best 
thing to do is contact 
a specialist group in 
your area and keep the 
hedgehog safe until 
you get advice. Use 
a cardboard box with 
high sides, lined with 
a towel and scrunched 
up newspaper so the 
hedgehog can hide. 

Remember to wear 


a thick pair of gar¬ 
dening gloves before 
gently scooping up 
the hedgehog and 
placing it in the box. 

If the hedgehog is 
very poorly, or cold, you 
can give it a hot water 
bottle wrapped in a tea 
towel to snuggle up to. 

As pleasing as a 
tidy, well-kept garden 
may be to us humans, 
hedgehogs won’t 
thank you for it. Leave 
overgrown corners 
where they can hide 
and snuffle for insects. 

It’s very easy to pro¬ 
vide a home for hedge¬ 
hogs in your garden. 
You can buy ready¬ 
made hedgehog houses, 
or turn a waste paper 
bin, plant pot or wooden 
box upside down. 

Cutting a little door¬ 
way will let hedgehogs 
come in but will keep 
predators out; and 
placing a stone on top 
will stop the house 
from being blown over. 

Fill it with dead 
leaves to make it even 
more attractive, as 
well as encouraging 
slugs and beetles - 
food for hedgehogs.

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Porthcawl takes a step down the plastic-free road

Porthcawl is set to become 
the first plastic-free town in 
Bridgend county borough. 

The status recognises commu¬ 
nities which have taken steps to 
cut the use of single-use plastics 
and involves the work of not only 
businesses and community groups 
but also schools, local authorities 
and town councils. 

In Porthcawl, a dozen busi¬ 
nesses have already agreed to stop 
using at least three plastic items. 

Among them are the Finnegans 
Fish Bar, which has started using 
paper bags instead of plastic ones, 
and the Side Walk Cafe, which no 
longer uses plastic cutlery, stirrers 
or sauce sachets. 

Businesses are also being 
encouraged to sign up to the Refill 
app which shows where people 
can fill up their reusable bottles 
with free tap water. 

Meanwhile, schoolchildren 
have been taking part in a Love 
It, Don’t Trash It campaign, learn¬ 
ing about the negative impact of 
litter by carrying out clean ups on 
nearby streets and beaches. 

And they have been design¬ 
ing posters, soon to be displayed 
around the town, encouraging 
residents and visitors to bin their 
waste. 

Town councillor Alex Harris, 
who formed the group Plastic 


Free Porthcawl, said: “In August 
last year I signed up with Surfers 
Against Sewage to become a 
community leader with a view 
to getting the town accredited as 
plastic-free. 

“It’s something I’m passionate 
about - I want to try and reduce 
the plastic used in the town. 

“Switching plastic cutlery, 
bags, straws and sachets is fan¬ 
tastic - it’s all small stuff but 
together it adds up to a huge 
amount of waste. 

“I have done a whole bunch 
of beach cleans over the last few 
years and I’m very aware there’s 
a lot of people in the town all 
doing their bit, whether it’s the 
absolutely amazing work done 
by SeaQuest, Coney Surf or the 
Friends of Newton Beach. 

“I was looking at it and thinking 
we’ve got to get some proper 
recognition for what’s going on in 
the town.” 

Around the same time, Bridgend 
County Borough Council’s 
(BCBC) plans for the Love it. 
Don’t Trash it campaign were get¬ 
ting underway and in November, 
the town council resolved to 
support Porthcawl in becoming 
accredited as a Plastic Free Town. 

Now, just over a year later, Cllr 
Harris is submitting an application 
to gain the accreditation, awarded 


by Surfers Against Sewage, with 
the town having met all five of the 
necessary objectives ranging from 
local businesses finding suitable 
alternatives for single-use plastic 
items to community events such as 
one which saw a giant sea-faring 
puppet appear in the town. 

Cllr Harris who represents the 
Rest Bay ward said: “I’m over the 
moon to have got this far -1 never 
thought it would be achieved in 
just over a year, I was expecting it 
to be two, or maybe longer. 

“That’s all credit to the town 
and the people that have worked 
so hard.” 

At a recent BCBC meeting on 
Wednesday, September 18, dep¬ 
uty leader Hywel Williams said 
the local authority would soon be 
inviting Porthcawl businesses to 
attend a free workshop where they 
could discover more about the 
importance of reducing the use of 
polystyrene and plastics. 

He said: “Plastic straws, 
bottles, tops, cutlery, sachets, 
drinking cups, lids, bags and 
other on-the-go packaging are all 
among the biggest offenders when 
it comes to littering, and too many 
of them are damaging the planet. 

“If the scheme is a success, it 
could be developed further.”

How the ‘smoking 
runner’ changed his life 


A Llantwit Major 
man has changed 
from being a 25-a- 
day smoker to a 
marathon runner 
- and is now cele¬ 
brating one-year of 
being smoke-free. 

“I was known as the 
smoking runner”, said 
Stuart Higgins, remem¬ 
bering how at the end 
of every race he took 
part in, he’d light up a 
cigarette. 

At the height of his 
addiction, the 49-year- 
old Llantwit postman 
was smoking 25 a day, 
leaving him struggling 
for breath at the end of 
each run. 

He says he’d 
convinced himself he 
was ‘invincible’ after 
surviving a major health 
scare in his 30s which 
led to him having part of 
his stomach removed and 
despite doctors telling 
him his condition could 
have been caused by 
smoking, he carried on 
regardless . 

Smoking had become 
an integral part of his 
daily routine. He remem¬ 
bers how, as a postman, 
he would stop for a 
smoke during his round, 
a habit he said he thought 
he’d never break: “There 
was a specific part of my 
round when I pulled up 
in my van to wait for 
a colleague. That used 
to be my smoking break 
and I’d automatically pat 
my pockets to check that 
my tobacco and papers 
were there.” 

When he found him¬ 
self back in hospital a 
year ago however, that 
all changed. 



“I ended up staying 
in hospital for a week 
and all that time, as I 
was lying in my bed, I 
never once thought about 
getting up and going out 
for a cigarette. I was so 
surprised that I hadn’t 
craved a fag. It was like 
a switch had been thrown 
in my head. 

“I decided then and 
there that if I could last a 
week with out a fag, that 
was it, I was in the right 
mindset to give up.” 

After leaving hospital, 
Stuart visited his GP 
who gave him two weeks 
of nicotine patches and 
mist. By the second 
week, Stuart said he no 
longer felt the need to use 
the mist and describes 
the whole process of 
quitting as ‘simple’. 

“I still have my 


tobacco and my papers 
and I’ve never felt the 
urge to use them,” he 
said. “They are in a box 
under my table and that’s 
where they are going to 
stay.” 

Despite being a 
smoker, Stuart had been 
running for three years, 
having rediscovered his 
joy of the sport which 
he’d enjoyed in his 
school days: 

“I started running 
again three years ago. 
I had been nagging my 
brother about running 
with him again. At the 
end of each run though. 
I’d have a fag and I 
become known as the 
smoking runner. It was a 
bit of a stigma really. 

“The running commu¬ 
nity was incredibly sup¬ 
portive when I gave up. 


I can push myself a lot 
harder now and I’m no 
longer fighting for breath 
at the end of a run. 

“As a postman, I walk 
65 to 70 miles in an 
average week. Quitting 
smoking has definitely 
helped me to do that 
too,” he added. 

Having given up 
smoking Stuart has never 
looked back. 

The father of three 
is now urging his own 
children never to take up 
the habit. And his advice 
to others hoping to do the 
same is simple: 

“Believe in yourself. 
It’s a big lifestyle change 
and you have to be fully 
committed to making 
that change. And it’s ok 
to relapse, just as long 
as you get straight back 
on track.”

RECENTLY, in 
the Specsavers 
Plate game against 
Pyle, Sean Williams 
joined a select band 
of 10 players to 
make 300 recorded 
Athletic senior 
appearances. 

The other nine 
are Stuart Morris, 
Wayne Fooks, Simon 
Mustoe, Paul Rees, 
Huw Hathaway, Tony 
Griffiths, Martin 
Morris, Gary Dalton 
and Jonathon Stoker. In 
fact, it is possible that, 
at the end of this season, 
Sean will be among the 
top five on the all time 
Athletic senior player 
list. 

Sean, like his late 
uncle, Wales and British 
Lion Gareth Williams, 
can play anywhere in the 
back row and has played 
most of his games at 
No 8 or in his current 
position of blind side 
flanker. When the need 
arose he has taken his 
line out prowess into the 
lock position as well. 

Sean was a late 
starter in rugby, join¬ 
ing Bridgend Athletic 
Junior under-15 team 
and playing for Brynteg 
Comprehensive School. 
He developed quickly 
and his leadership 
qualities emerged both 
at Brynteg, captaining 
the senior side for two 
seasons and captaining 
the Athletic Youth in his 
third season. 

He led the Ath Youth 
to the District Cup, scor¬ 
ing his only try hat-trick 
in the final. He also won 
a Boys Club of Wales 


Cap and represented 
Crawshays Youth. 

He made his First XV 
debut at the end of season 
2005-2006, while still in 
youth and has clocked up 
a number of player of the 
year awards. Nobody in 
the club can remember 
Sean having a bad game. 
He has played 291 of the 
300 games for the First 
XV, scoring 35 tries and 
175 points. 

He captained the club 
for five consecutive sea¬ 
sons, starting in 2011/12. 

At the end of his first 
season as captain, the 
team were promoted 
into the inaugural 
championship of season 
2012-2013, where the 
club, despite lacking the 
resources of most of its 
rivals held its own for 
three of the four seasons, 
finishing ninth and eighth 
twice in a table of 14 
teams. Among those 
teams were Swansea, 
Ebbw Vale, Pontypool, 
and Newbridge. 

Sean said: “My best 


rugby memories would 
be pretty much all of our 
spell in the Championship 
from 2012-2016, playing 
as underdogs week in 
week out and beating the 
‘bigger’ teams. 

“It has been a priv¬ 
ilege to play with so 
many different players, 
whether they be Athletic 
boys from the First team 
or the Generals or boys 
turning up to help us out. 
My ambition would be 
to take the Athletic back 
to the Championship, 
whether that be as a 
player or as a coach one 
day.” 

Head coach John 
Apsee wrote: “Sean 
Williams epitomises 
Bridgend Athletic RFC 
in every way: 

I have had the pleasure 
of being involved with 
Sean for most of his sen¬ 
ior rugby career. 

He comes from the 
formidable Williams 
family, of quality sports¬ 
men, athletes/rugby 
players, whose family 


background has been 
farming, hard work and 
rugby football. 

“Sean certainly takes 
all these attributes onto 
the rugby field, which 
makes him the outstand¬ 
ing uncompromising 
player he is. 

“Bridgend Athletic 
have produced numerous 
international players 
over the years and for 
me Sean is up there with 
the best of them. Well 
done Sean on your 300th 
game and joining such a 
unique group of Athletic 
players.”

Credit to Australia, 
for their tactic of run¬ 
ning almost everything. 
Coach Michael Cheika 
presumably calculated 
that his team would last 
the pace better - and he 
was almost right. 

Finally, praise is due 
to the referee Remain 
Poite and TMO Ben 
Skeen, for not spoil¬ 
ing the spectacle with 
a host of yellow (or 
maybe even red) cards. 

With refs under 
pressure to punish 
head high tackles, the 
Frenchman and the 
New Zealander had to 
wrestle with a number 
of tricky decisions, but 
they kept their nerve, 
and decided that none 
of them were absolutely 
crystal clear. They may 
take some flak, but 
the fact that this game 


stayed 15-a-side made 
it a great spectacle. 

Don’t get me wrong. 
As a Welsh fan it would 
have been good to see 
Aussie captain Michael 
Hooper pick up a card 
for a cheap shot on Dan 
Biggar, or the Aussie 
centre Kerevi (who had 
a storming game) get 
some time on the bench 
for leading with a fore¬ 
arm when charging into 
Rhys Patchell. 

By the same token, 
though. Josh Adams 
could have suffered for 
a ‘Reece Hodge’ style 
tackle on the charging 
No 8 Naisarani. 

In fact. Hooper 
was so agitated at the 
prospect of a card for 
Kerevi (I think he 
feared a red) that he 
memorably accused 
Patchell of causing it 
with his “terrible tack¬ 
ling technique” when 
making his case to M 
Poite! 

This will be an 
issue where Welsh 
and Aussie fans are a 
touch short of common 
ground! 

Again, with such a 
game, it is tempting 
to look for a crucial 
moment, but this game 
had too much incident. 

Gareth Davies’ 
interception is a prime 
contender, but it 



would have counted 
for nothing without 
the immense Welsh 
defence as fulltime 
loomed. 

Dan Biggar’s tackle 
on Kerevi, which saved 
a try but meant he had to 
be replaced by Patchell 
was a big moment too, 
even though it took 
place after 30 minutes 
or so. 

Had Australia won, it 
might have been easier 
to identify a crucial 
moment. Certainly, 
Australia looked a dif¬ 
ferent outfit when Matt 
To’omua came on. 
Coach Cheika had faith 
in Foley, but he is tak¬ 
ing plenty of criticism 
for that decision. What 
can’t be quantified, 
however, is the cumu¬ 
lative effect on Wales 
of Australia’s con¬ 
stant running at them. 
Perhaps To’omua’s 
entry into the game 
coincided with Wales 
getting a little tired. 

So much incident, 
so many talking points. 
A conventional match 
report would go on 
and on and on, so let’s 
conclude with a few 
observations. 

Aaron Wainwright 
only made his debut 
for the Dragons two 
years ago, and my rec- 
ollection is that he only 


made the Welsh team 
because of a crop of 
injuries. He had a stun¬ 
ning match, and seemed 
to be everywhere, even 
though Gatland clearly 
felt he had emptied the 
tank after 48 minutes, 
when he was replaced 
by Moriarty. 

That said, you have 
to have huge admira¬ 
tion for the three Welsh 
giants - Tipuric, Navidi 
and (of course) Alun 
Wyn Jones - who 
played the entire match. 

For Australia, 
Michael Hooper and 
David Pocock also 
played all the game, 
which tells you a lot 
about who the key play¬ 
ers are. 

From the Welsh 
point of view, it was 
a massive game for 
Patchell. Biggar is still 
in the driving seat but 
Wales need a confident 
Patchell on the bench, 
and that was by no 
means guaranteed as 
there has been a vocif¬ 
erous section of the 
Welsh fans who don’t 
rate him. 

His first act was a 
great pick up off his 
toes after a pass by 
Gareth Davies, and he 
followed that with two 
two fine penalty kicks. 
After that, he was pretty 
much faultless, until he 


missed a clearance kick 
to touch in the 79th 
minute. 

For the record, for 
Wales there were tries 
for Parkes and Gareth 
Davies, a drop goal each 
for Biggar and Patchell, 
one conversion for each 
outside half, and three 
penalties for Patchell. 

Australia scored 
tries through through 
the hyphens, Ashley- 
Cooper and Heylett- 
Petty, and through 
Hooper, a penalty from 
Foley, and a penalty 
and two conversions 
from To’omua. 

Wales have 10 days 
to rest and recover, and 
Australia have only six, 
which will give them 
a chance to nurse their 
sense of grievance that 
all the officials are 
against them. 

Having said that, 
they are unlikely to be 
extended by Uruguay. 

Without counting 
chickens, it looks very 
likely that both will go 
through, with Wales top 
of the group.
